Wedding, in an old Ford Cortina 
estate car parked on wasteland 
at Old Swan, Liverpool. 
Yesterday social workers 
began formal proceedings at 
Liverpool juvenile court for a 
permanent care order on the 
children. The father, aged 40, 
and mother, aged 29, are con- 
testing the application. 

The court was told that ‘the 
police had been called by resi- 
dents from a tenement blotk 
near the parked car. The child- 
ren were sent to foster homes 
and a court granted a tempir-

The evidence on why black 
children in Britain do less well 
at schoo] than their white coun- 
terparts is ambiguous, often 
inconsistent and largely incon- 
clusire, according to a review 
of relerant research findings 
over the last yers published 
today by the National Founda- 
tion for Educational Research 
(NFER), 

The report, which was .com- 
missioned by the Government's 
commirtee of inquiry into the 
education of children of ethnic 
minorities, and chaired formerly 
by Mr Anthony _ Rampton and 
now by Lord Ş$wann, throws 
doubt on the basis for thie main 
findings of that committee’g 
interim report, wich suggested 
that “negatire teacher atti- 
tudes ”, arı appropriate curries 
culum and racialism were 
largely to blame for the rela- 
tir poor academic perform- 
ance of West Indian pupils. 

Teachers’ attitudes and expec- 
tations are increasingly being 
postulated as important, if not 
crucial, ' influences on West 
Indian achievement, the report 


says. But there is little evidence 
to support that claim, rhough it 
jis clear that many black parents 
and pupils believe ir, 

It is often argued that West 
Indian children in Britain lave 
grown up in a hostile society 
which portrays black Fernie, in 
a negative fashion and that the 
child then internalizes those 
attitudes and develops a low 
self-esteem, which can lecd to 
a reducrion of confidence and 
motivation, and hence to poor 
performance in school. 

Though that is an attractive 
explanation for the black com- 
munity, the research eridence 
has beer far from conclusive, 
the report says, bur it does not 
follow that such consciousness 

enerates a low self-esteem or 

at a low self-esteem produces 
low achievement.

The last case over which Mr 
Lyons is charged with murder 
and Mr Reed with conspiracy to 
zid and aber suicide, involves 
the death of a woman, aged 90, 
who suffered from thoracic 
spondylosis.

Curfew idea 
for young 
is studied

The possibility of introducing 
a curfew to with voung 
offenders is to be considered by 
Lord Hailsham of Sti Maryle- 
bore, the Lord Chancellor, after 
a resolution passed by the 
annual meering of the Magi- 
strares’ Association last week. 

The magistrates are hoping 
that their courts will be given 
the power to impose an eveninğ 
curfew on troublesome youths. 

The curfew order is seen as 
an important new option 
in the magisrrates’’ sentencing 
armoury, with the particular 
advantage that it would involve 
the offender's family and 
would rot resuit ir his having 
to give up his job or be 
removed from his community. 

‘Several magisrrates at, last 
week's meeting, however, were 
worried at the role the police 
would play. Some feared that 
it would involre policemen 
cating at the youth’s home to 
make sure thar he was there. 

Although the - Magistrates” 
Assaciation has not yer fully 
thought out the ramifications 
of the proposed ûew order, it is 
unlikely that the police would 
ac¢ in that way. Ir is envisaged 
that thêy would uşe their power 
to check on voungsters under 
curfew only when there had 
bëen a disturbance,. outside a 
discotheque, for instance.

Sir Ian Gilmour, putting forward a £5,000m packaze 
of alternative economic proposals yesterday evening, said 
that if the Government stuck’ to its medium-term finan- 
cial strategy ir could say good-bye to {the economy. The 
former Lord Privy Seal, dismissed Jast month by Mrs 
Margaret Thatcher, was speaking to a fringe meeting 
organized by the Young Congervatives in Blackpool. He 
argued against what he called the “ astonishirtg proposi- 
tion ", ofren attributed to Mrs Thatcher, that there was 
no alternative to ber policy. Extracts from his speech 


are printed here. 


The Layard proposals 
should, therefore, provide 
500.000 jobs at the cost uf 
£1,000m. 


3. Capital spending. The gov-

This emergency package 
seeks to do four things for thie 
econcmy : to make an immed- 
jare cut in the unemıployment 
figures, to help indusrry, to 
increase demand in the 
ezONOmMY, and. to secure 
greater cooperation on respon- 
sible pay bargaining, which is 
vital to our economic Ppros- 
pects.

IS AGAIN 
IN FASHION

“Washington, Oct 14 

More Americans are ing 
married — and more divorce 
than ever before. But the 
absolute nurnbers — a record 
2,413,000 marriages in 1980 
and a&a recor 1,182,000 
divorces — disguise the trend. 

Marriage, ll appears, IS 
getting more popular, divorce 
less so. When the divorce and 
marriage rates are compared 
— the number of people per 
1,000 population doing either 
— marriage is on the way up 
and divorce, possibly on .its 
way down. . 

The popularity of marriage, 
according to provisional f18- 
ures ‘for 1980 from the 
National Centre for, Health 
Statistics, rose by two per 
cent with 10 per 1,000 people 
making their vows, contüinu- 
ing a trend of increases since 
1977. The divorce rate levelled 
off at 5.3 per cent per 1,000 
after doubling between 1966 
and 1976 and rising slowly in 
the next three years. 


The state-owned Greek tele- 
vision has devoted 14 hous OF 
its, costly “time “to party 
political broadcasts irı the past 
10 days in preparaion for 
Sunday's general election. 

Television now plays a 
fairly .important poliücal role 
in Greece, but it has failed to 
displace the age-old tradition 
‘of outdoor election rallies.

Not surprisingly, pro- 
‘fessioralism has crept in, 
including crowd management 
techniques and special ef- 
fects. Gone is the spontaneity 
that made these meetings, 
mass or otherwise, accurate 
pointers of election trends in 
a country where. opinion polls 
are not taken seriously. 

Party leaders have been 
addressing this month bigger 


and bigger rallies in the 
provincial towns, as party 
managers eager to display

Last weekend, for instance, 
Cretan supporters of the

Twice Shy 
By Dick Francis

Here, 1 think, is a yet better 
book by Dick Francis. This is 
a claim that might be chal- 
lerged, on two grounds.

Sir, The problem of maintaining 
the Anglican tradition of kecpirt 
open churches can Jargely b2 
solved by the adoption of modern 
electronic . deviiı to Prolcct 
valuable artefacıs.

The first line of defence against 
theft is a constant presence of the 
vicar or church workers. Simple, 
deterrents — bricking in safes,

We considered a 
sample church with fine artefacts 
and found that an electronic 
installation covering chancel and 
vestry would cost £461, VAT at 
zero, prices as at February 1981, 
In addition there is an optional 
maintenance charge and the small 
cost of electricity while the 
system’ İs operational.

An intruder lifting a candlestick 
would set off a loud alarm bell, 
either inside or outside the 
church. Experience shows that 
this will deter the vast majority, 
who will drop the article and run. 
Variants of the bell (not included 
in this estimate) could be an 
automatic Iocking of the main 
door, a call to the police station, 
or even a recorded warning or

CASUALTIES OF CONFLICT... 


The Nobel Peace Prize has not 
always contributed to intellec- 
tual and political peace. It 
stumbled iıto controversy 
when it went to Dr Kissinger 
and Le Duc Tho irı 1973, and 
again wher it honoured Presi- 
dent Sadat and Mr Begin in 
1978. Leaving aside the merits 
or otherwise of those 
decisions, controversy in itself 
is no bad thing.

MISCARRIAGES OF BAIL 


The decision whether a de- 
fendant ought to be granted 
bail or remanded in custody is 
among the most sensitive and 
difficult that magistrates have 
to make. It is also an ex- 
tremely important decision, ..

magistrates become too strict, 
perhaps thousands of iınocent

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Canadian 
evidence of 
1945 ‘mole’ 
in London

Mr Chapman Pincher, the 
author and journalist, who pub- 
lished material in March sug- 
gesting that the Jate Sir Roger 
Hollis, former Director-General 
of the Security Service, MIS, 
had spied for Russia, urged the 
Prime Minister last nighr to re- 
apen the case in the light of 
new evidence declassified ir 
Otrawa yesterday by the Cana« 
dian Government. Ir appears 
to confirm the existence nf a 
well-placed “mole” in White- 
hall in the 1940s. 

Within days of Mr Pincher 
making his claim in his book 
Their Trade is Treachery Mrs 
Thatcher cleared Sir Roger in 
a Commons starement. The 
Canadian authorities yesterday 
released 6,000 pages ‘of secrer 
testimony given to_a Royal 
Commission on espionage in 
1346 by Mr Igor Gouzenko, a 
cypher clerk in the Soviet 
embassy in Ottawa who defected 
to the Roy al Canadian Mounted 
Police in 1945. 

Mr Gouzenko, according to 
the transcript, told his jinterro- 
gators that he knew of two 
British officials who had spied 
for Russia using the codename 
*“Elli"™, One was Miss Kay 
Wilischer, an assistant regisurar 
in the Briüsh High Commission 
iı Orıawa. The other, whose 
name ‘he did not know, was in 
Britain. 

Miss Wilscher was convicted 
and sentenced to three years" 
imprisonment, The existence 
and identiry of the British- 
based "“EJli” has never been 
admitted or officially disclosed, 
bur Mr Pincher conilnues ro 
maintain it was the codename 
used by Sir Roger. 

Mr __Gouzenko, according to 
Mr Pincher,’ learnt of 
London “ Elli ” during his time 
in the central Moscow cypher 
facility prior to his posting to: 
Canada. Mr Pincher added that 
be had: been in touch with Mr 
Gouzenko in the past few weeks 
abaut the Hollis affair. 

Mr Pincher said ir had beer 
established that the MIS officer 
sent to Ottawa to interview Mr 
Gouzenko ir 1945 had been Sir 
Roger himself. In the early 
1970s, after the. Hollis case had 
been . investigated’ first by & 
joint Security Service—Secrer 
Intelligence Service committe 
and then by e Trend, former 
Secrerary the Cabinet, 
another M15 officer visized Mr 
Gouzenko, who fives in hiding 
in Canada, and abone birm cle 
report Sir Roger liad filed on 
his recuîn to London in 1945. 

Mr Gouzenko told Mr Pincher 
it was a travesty of his testi- 
mony. He had concluded, there 
fore, that his first MIS 
interrogator must himself have 
been a SPY. 

Asked last night if Mrs 
Tharcker should now reopen the 
case, Mr Pincher replied : 
“ There are many other reasons 
why she should think again. This 
is one of them. 

*“ Al! the people who actually 
took part in the investigation 
still believe thar Roger was 
‘Elli’. Lord Trend took a value 
judgement and gave him the 
benefit of the doubt.”

The controversy, arising out 
of ‘the BBC Panorama pro- 
gramme on brain death a year 
ago, which alleged that organs 
were being taken for transplant 
before a patient had died, led 
to a fall in donated organs for 
two reasons according to trans- 
plant surgeon Mr Oswald Fer- 
nando. 

Mr Fernando, head of ths 
transplant unit at the Royal 
Free Hospital, north London, 
said that it led to some people 
refusing to allow their dying 
relatives" organs to be used,

A womar aged 56, lying on 
a stretcher and wearing a 
dressing-gown, yesterday told a 
Central Criminal Court jury 
how a member of EXIT, the 
voluntary euthanasia society, 
had cûme to her house ‘against 
lier wishes and tried to persuade 
her to kl} herself. : 

The woman, who. lives in 
Chelmsford where she is con- 
fined to bed wirh spine injuries 
incurred ir, a car accident aad 
with osteoarthritis, said the 
man had been charming on the 
telephone when sbe was fl'st 
considering suicide, but after 
she changed her mind and ‘he 


came to ber house he’ was like. 


a vukture. 

“1. rhougbt. this man had 
come to kill me, he had come 
to do me in. He was so nice or 
rhe Friday bur he becaxne such 
a nasty devilish creature.” 

After the woman had refused 
to go ahead, the man told her 
she would need his help in the 
future and would, nor be able to 
cope on her owu. 

“He said wher you put a 
plastic bag over your head You 
will need a rubber band around 
the neck and someone has to 
rerıove the bag and the band to 
make it look like an accident” 

The woman was called as a 
witness for the prosecution on 
the second day of the trial of 
Mr Mark Lyons, aged 70, of 
Fairhazel Gardens, West Hamp- 
stead. north-west London, a 

jarttime EXIT helper, and Mr 

Hicholas Reed, aged 33, of San- 

ford Walk, New Cross, soutb- 
east London, the general 
secretary of the society. 

The prosecution case is that 
the two men assisted or con- 
spired +o assist eight people 
to kill themselves with the aid 
of a suicide kit of drugs, alco- 
hol and plastic bags. 

It is alleged that the wauld- 

be suicides first spoke to Mr 
Reed, who _ then put them in 
touch with Mr Lyons. Mt Lyons 
who described himself by .& 
nuntber of names, iucludins Dr 
Lyons, Victor, Arthur, and Dr 
Arthur, then visited the 
would-be suicides’ homes and 
helped them die by means of 
the kit. 
Mr Lyûns is accused of mur. 
dering one of the victims and 
of aiding and abetuüng five 
others to kill themselves. Mr 
Reed faces two charges of aid- 
ing and abetting and they both 
face three charges of con- 
spiraecy to aid and aber. Both 
deny all charges.

In a scathing denunciation of 
tha argumenrs advanced 
week by Mr Edward Heath, Mr 
Norman Sr Joha-Stevas and Sir 
Ian Gilmour, he told a۰Selsdon 
Group fringe .meetiug: “ What 
we are being offered is Jirtle 
more than cald-feer dressed up 
as high principle”, And he 
warned them that they were 
playing with fire. 

Mr Lawson, the Secretary 
of State for Energy and for- 
mer Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury, said tbe Conservatives 
had won the last election on a 
platform of conquering in- 
flation by reducing government 


spending, borrowing and mone- 
tary growth. 
“Now, today, ball way 


through our. first term of office 
one or two of those who foughr 
on that same platform and 
accepted Cabinet office in a 
Government committed to car- 
rying it out reveal that they 
reject it root and’ branch." 
They were calling for higber, 


not Jower, spending; hbigber, 
nort lower, borrowing; and 
higher, oot Jower, monetary 


growth. And be was puzzled by 
their call for Britain .to join 
the European monetary system.

The academy said that his

Dic Blendung was his foremost 
fictional achievêment. 
O Philip Howard, Our Literary 
Editor, writes : Canetî is a seer 
who has ' been proyed right. 
about the horrors of our violent 
century, His novel, hiš plays, 
and his extraordinary şoatiolo- 
gical book deal with tbe dis 
integration of a mad society. 

He was born in Bulgaria. of 
Spanish-Jawish descent, on [uly 
23, 1905. Spanish was his first 
language: The family r?moved 
to England wheu he was six.

Afçer his father died young, 
his mother moved, to Vienna 
and Canetti became a writer in 
his third language, German, . 

He was influenced to his 
bleak view of -the world: by the 
violence that he saw and 
suffered in Vienna bêtween the 
wars. .He' lived there until 
1938, whep' he escaped to 
England... 

After a visit to .Berlin in 
1929 he planned a serje, of 
eight norels intended to bé a 
“ camêdiec humaine ‘of mad- 
ness”.

Only one of the .eigbt novels . 
mas written, Die Blendung { The 
Deception or Blinding, 1935).. 
Ir is about an intellectual,. a 
Sinologist, whose world js his 
books. The book was translated 
by C, V. Wedgwood, ard pub- 
lished in Britain under the titte 
Auto da Fe. Canetti felt he had 
said it all in Die Blendung. But 
after a-gap he wrote i sêries of 
black farcical plays... 

In 1960, after more than 
three decades of study, Canetti 
published his analysis .of the 
mass psychologv of our violent 
times, Masse und Macht trans- 
lated as Crowds and Power.

Some Sikhs claim 
they are discriminated 
against, that they deserve 
more. 

A hardship case is not 
likely to impress Delhi. Al- 
though Sikhs form only two 
per cent of India’s people, 
they are a notably successful 
community, prominent in 
business, farming, transport 
and the forces. 

Punjab’s agriculture is a 
success story and the state iş 
India’s bread basket.

Agitation led to the division 
of Punjab imn 1966 so that 
Sikhs became a 60 per cent 
majority within the redrawn 
border, but their dominance 
has declined to 52 per cent.

Sir, Lord Harlech’s letter {Sep- 
tember 24) complaining of tie 
action of the Deudraerh Rural 
District Council is very similar to 
the case which has arisen with the 
Beverley Borough Council regard- 
ing the maintenance of an open 
space to the souih uf the Minsicr 
where the Beverley Borouzh 
Council, as the planning aUUi- 
ority, are proposing 1o permit 
housing development which would 
gravely interfcre with the clear 
vYiew of this magnificent church 
from the south and south east, 

The comparison with Lord 
Harlech’s case arises from the 
fact that in 1974 the Bcverley 
Borough Council gave an explicit 
undertaking to the Charity Ceın- 
missioners that if they were 
allowed to purchase this open 
space to the south of the Miinster 
for £4,000 they would maintain 
this land as an open space and, 
further, that they would not at 
any time allow the land to be used 
for any form of housing develop- 
ment. 

Within 12 months they had 
completely broken this agreemsnt 
and the land which they bought 
with the approval of the Charity 
Commissioners for £4,000 they 
proceeded to sell to the št Andrew 
Strcet Housing Cooperative 
which is a housing society 
sponsored by the Government) fOr 
a sum no less than £32,500! It is 
nor surprising that, in a rejpart 
thar the local Ombudsman has 
recently issued on the conduct oF 
the Beverley Borough Council in 
this affair, The council come in for 
sonie adverse criticism, What is 
more distressing is that in spite ot 
the fact thar the objections to the 
plan are endorsed by every 
society in the country concerncd 
with the maintenance of ancient 
buildings, and the protests of ihe 
Archbishop of York, Lord Coggan 
ta previous Archbishop of York), 
the Bishop of Hull and the Bistup 
of Bradford, the council have 
announced ‘that ‘they intend 1o 
completely disregard the report of 


„ the İocal Ombudsman and take no 


action whatever. Suüll more un- 
fortunately, they claim tat the 
Ombudsman has no teeth and 
could be safely disregarded. lf 
this were so, it is Gitticult tu 
understand for whot conceivabit 
purpose the office of Ombudsman 
was created by Parliamıent for thie 
protection of the individual 


. against the ever growing power of 


bureaucracy in this country. 
Surely we have a right to expect 

the same standard of conduct 

from a local authority that we 

would seek to establish individu- 

ally for ourselves?

Bank lending to the private 
sector continued 1o expand 
during Septenıber, rising by a 
further £1,200. 

This brings the seasonally ad- 
jusred growth in bank {ending 
to the private sector to £3,075m 
over the past rhree months coti- 
pared to only £495m in the pre- 
vious three months—a period 
thar may possibly have repre» 
sented the bottom of the reces- 
sion. 

Ir was this strong upsurge 
în private sector credit demand 
rhat proved one of the factors 
in the Government’s recent de- 
cision nor to stand in the way 
of a sharp rise in the United 
Kingdom interest rates. 

With the public sector also a 
major contributor to domestic 
credit expansion last month, 
total domestic credit expanded 
sharply by £2,467m., Ir needed 
significant outflows of money 
from the private sector to keep 
the rise in sterling M3, the 
broadly defined money supply 
to S1,319m or 2.1 per ceur, 

The ner public sector contri- 
bution of £804m to DCE 
reflected two principal factors. 
One was the impact, estimated 
ar £500m-£750m, of acceler 
ated VAT repayments oa the 
central government borrowing 
requirement. The other was 
che relatively low level of 
Public sector debt sales to the 
(non-bank) private sector. 


These toralled only £186m 
compared with a monthly 
average of around £1,000m 
earlier in the year. With 
iuterest rate uncertainties 


making it very difficult for the 
authorities co scl gilt edged 
stock, the Eank finished the 
month as a small ner buyer of 
gilts from the private sector 
aS it continued to buy in 
stocks ahead of maturity.

Given the power/weight ratio and

power, and tbe box requires more 


work than a conventional design. 

Formel E's main rovelty is the 
stOPp start system. Volkswagen 
engineers reckon that if a car stops 
for more thar five seconds in 
traffic, fuel can be saved by 
switching off the engine. The 
average wait at traffic lights, 
apparently, is 25 seconds. 

The driver can cut the engine by 
touching a buttor at the end of the 
steering column stalk which incor- 
porates the wiper control, Restart- 
ing is a simple matter of depressing 
the clutch and touching the acceler- 
ator. At least that is what Volkswa- 
gen claims: my early attempts 


. suggest that the manoeuvre requires 


some practice. 
Full use of the system is said to 
improve fuel consumption in town 


by up to 30 per cent and while the - 


engine is not running there are no 
exhaust gases to pollute the atmos- 
phere. An electronic control en- 
sures’ that the system Operates only 
when the vehicle is at a standstill 
Despite some minor reservations, 
Formel E is anı impressive achieve- 
ment. To give a couple of examples, 
fuel consumption on the Polo is 
improved from 31 mPê, to 40.4 on 
the urban cycle and from 32.5 to 
39.8 at 75 mph. The Passat's town 
figure goes up from 26.6 mpg to 
31.7 and the 75 mph return from 
31.4 to 36.2. Acceleration times and 
top speeds are virtually the same. 
The only disadvantage is that the 
Formel EË cars cost more: the 
difference is £100 or the Polo, £150 
onı the Jetta and £210 onı the Passat. 
But even for a, low mileage driver, 
the fuel savings will soon begin to 


pay.
